' BY WAY OF DIVERSION. 

The paltry case brought into tho 
Police Court by the Mayor on Wed- 
nesday was the red herring drawn 
across the trail to throw the public off 
tho scent of the Civic offenders. The 
breakdown of the case shows up in a 
more conternptiblo light than before 
the tactics of the men who control the 
dostiuies of this fair City. It was a 
"diversion" for which low politicians 
have always been noted, but the object 
of which is well understood by every 
Ratepayer. Tho Greeks had a pro- 
verb which ran thus: "To dispute on 
the shadow of an ass." This took rise 
from an anecdote which Demosthenes 
is said to have related to tho Athen- 
ians, to excite their attention during 
his dofence of a criminal, which was 
being but inattentively listened to. 
"A traveler," he said, "once went 
from Athens to Megaru on a hired ass. 
It happened to bo tho time of tho dog- 
days, and at noon. Ho was much expos- 
ed to tho unmitigated boat of the aunjaud 
not finding so much us a buBD under 
which to take shelter, lie bethought him- 
self to descend from tho ass, and seat him- 
self under its shadow. Tho owner of tho 
donkey, who accompanied him, objected, 
to this, declaring to him that when he let 
tho animal the use of its Bhudow was not 
included in tho bargain. Tho dispute at 
last grew so warm that it got to blows, and 
finally gave rise to an action at law. After 
having said so much, Domosthenos con- 
tinued tho defence of his client; but tho 
audience, whose curiosity he had piqued , 
were extremely anxious to know how the 
judges dooidud on so singular a canso. 
Upon this, tho orator commented severely 
on their childish injustice, in devouring 
with attention a paltry story about an ass' 
shadow, while they turned a deaf ear to a 
cause in which tho life of a human was- 
involved. From that day, when a man 
showed a preforeuco for discussing small 
ttud contemptible subjects to groat and 
important ones he was said "to disputoon 
tbeBhadow of an ass." Wo commend this 
little story to the attention of Mr. Muyor 
and our contemporary. 

"the^elections. 

Telegraphic dispatches concerning the 
Indiana and Ohio elections are so confus- 
ed that wo shall not weary tho render with 
them. Both sides claim a victory. It is 
probable that Ohio has gone Republican 
and Indiana Democratic. Those elections 
aro investod with nioro than usual inter- 
est, as tho result at this time will bo a 
pretty suro indication of what tho choico 
of thoso States will bo for President next 
niontb. 

Canada and the Carnarvon Terms. 

(London Times, H*pt. nth.) 

The recent discussion in this country of 
the relations between tho Provinces of Cu- 
nadfl and British Columbia appears to 
have attracted considerable attention in 
the former country, and our Canadian 
correspondent sends us a detailed account 
of the Btata of the negotiations between 
them. We are happy to learn from this 
explicit statomont that the failure of the 
Canadian Government to adhere to itH 
Agreement is not so absoluto as it firot ap- 
peared; and it may bu hoped that the tele- 
gram from Victoria we print to-day, an- 
nouncing th<> presentation of an address 
to Lord Dufferin, which espressos satis- 
taction at the failure of tho agreement, is 
not loss open to qualification than the 
former news on the subject. Accepting 
the facts stated by our correspondent, it 
was quite prematnre to speak of any such 
ffliluro. No harm has been done which can- 
not easily be repaired. But, at, the same 
time, tbo very facility of this reparation 
Eufiiccs to condemn the Canadian Govern- 
ment for having rendored it necessary. 
According to our correspondent, it is only 
iij respect to one out of five articles of 
what is known as Lord Carnarvon's Hetilo- 
meat that the difficulty now iu question 
has arisen; and this soems to bo compara- 
tively so small a matter that it is surpris- 
ing the Canadian Government should 
bavo allowed any uncertainity to arise 
respecting it. Thore may, indeod, b« 
some excuse fur tho people of British 
Columbia if they have concludod that 
such reluctance to fulfil ono point of tho 
bargain casts a doubt over tbo credit to bo 
attached to tho whole undertaking; but,no 
far as tho interposition of the Imperial 
Government is concerned, it is some re- 
lief to Bnd that we have not to deal, as 
was feared, with a substantial repudia- 
tion of tbo whole contract. 

For the purposes of practical discussion 
it is now necessary to go buck to tho ori- 
ginal engagement for tho completion of 
the Intercolonial Pacific Railway, upon 
the promise of which British Columbia 
entered the Canadian Dominion in 1871. 
The pledge then given, that tho Pacific 
Bail way would bo completed in 1881, has 
been cancelled, willingly or unwillingly, 
by the consent of both parties. It was m 
all probability a perfectly impracticable 
plodgo; for, as will have been seen by tho 
letters recently addressed to ua, tho re- 
gions over which tho Railway would have 
to bo carried aro so wild as to render ton 
yenrs a wholly inadequate timo for tho 
completion of tho lino. It is said, indeed, 
that British Columbia herself would not 
have said much about tho limit of time if 
tho undertaking had been actively posh- 
ed forward. British Columbia had tho 
generosity and good sonso to reoognize 
that the collapse of this great scheme in 
consequence of tho full of Sir John Mac 
donald's Ministry, was unavoidable, if 
not excusable, and with the holp of Lord 
Carnarvon's mediation they accepted n 
,,1-aoticahlc scheme in hoti of it. I Ins 
compromise must, therefore be regarded 
" bo basis upon which both parties at 
Jrose.it stand, and beyond which it m un- 



urrossary to look; and its chief points aro 
enumerated in our correspondent's letter. 
Tho scheme of tt-e- Peoific Railway was 
reduced to the comp'otion of a liuo from 
the Pacific seaboard to a point at the west- 
em end of Lako Superior, where it would 
fall into connection with the existing linos 
of railway, through a portion of tho Unit- 
ed States, as well as with tho navigation 
on Canadian waters. Tho remainder of 
tho railway, to tho north of tho loke, 
ought not* iu Lord Carnarvon's opinion, 
to be at present demanded, and its pro- 
gress should depend upon tho develop- 
ment of tho country. The timo for com- 
pleting this section of the original plan 
was, moroovor, extended from 1881 until 
1890. It was further agreed that a wagon 
road and line of telegraph should bo im- 
mediately constructed in advance of tho 
railway and along its routo, and that tho 
surveys on the mainland should bo push- 
ed forward with tho utmost vigor. Lord 
Carnarvon laid special stress upon tho 
latter condition, and appealed to the hon- 
or of tho Canadian Government to fulfil 
it. Ono further condition was agreed 
upon, which was to ho exocutod without 
delay. A railway was to be constructed 
on Vancouver's Island from Esquiaialt to 
Nanitimo. It was to be commenced at 
onco, and completed with nil possible dis- 
patch. It is this last condition which tho 
Canadian Legislature has refused to fulfil, 
and for which the Canadian Government 
has offered British Columbia compensa- 
tion of $750,000. Our correspondent os- 
sures us that the other conditions of Lord 
Carnarvon's compromise are being steadi- 
ly fulfilled, and that "tho only hitch which 
had occurred" is in reference to this small 
lino. An impression, ho savs, bus arisen 
in British Columbia that "the §750, 000 
were offered in lien of the whole agree- 
ment, including the completion of tho Pa- 
cific Railway to Lake Superior by 1890. 
If this be the case, it is only another proof 
that \vhen a party to a compact breaks 
ono of the terms of his bargain, people 
wili be apt to jump to tho conclusion that 
he has broken tho whole, Canada lias no 
more right to repudiate what bIio may 
deem a small part of tho conditions she 
accepted than to withdraw from them al- 
together. But if for practical purposes 
the dispute can be narrowed down to this 
small point, there ought to bo little diffi- 
culty in onco more settling tho controvor- 

Nevertheless, as wo have already inti- 
mated, this explanation is far from leav- 
ing tho Canadian Government in a credit- 
able position in reference to tho affair; 
and for their honor they would do woll to 
revert as far as possible to the strict terms 
of their bargain. If tho construction of 
this railway on Vancouver Island is a 
comparatively small matter, what could 
bo more inexcusable, as n mere matter of 
statesmanship, than to run tho risk of 
alienating British Columbia for the sake 
of avoiding it ? The Canadian Govern- 
ment oilers as compensation $750,000; and 
though that is probably lower than the 
value of the proposed line, it can hardly 
bo out of proportion to it. For tho sake, 
therefore, we will say of tho difference 
between £150,000 and .£.200,000 tbo Cana- 
dian Legislature has creatod intonso ill- 
feeling between itsolf and an important 
Provinco of tho Dominion, and has put 
itself before the world in the position of 
being unfaithful to its engagements. The 
effect of such a partial repudiation can- 
not, after all, bo done away with by a plea 
that it is only partial. It creates a gen- 
eral sense of insecurity, and it is neither 
wonderful nor affords legitimate ground 
for complaint if tho distrust of tho Vic- 
torians has extended to all the tonus of 
the compact. The railway on Vancouver 
Island was in the nature of an immediate 
pledge, by which the good faith with 
which tho whole agreement was being car- 
ried out could bo tested; and if this fails, 
it is natural enough for tbo Victorians to 
eoncludo that all the rest is uncertain. 
Surveys and railways which aro to be 
completed sixteen years benco are vague 
prospects, and people like to sco some- 
thing tangible. The proceeding, in abort, 
can only be described as shabby on the 
port of the Canadians. But the mischief 
appears very far from irremediable, and 
we trust Lord Dnfferin, supported by tho 
Homo Government, will bo ablo to restore 
confidence with the Dominion.

Tho trophy to be held fur the 
year by tho team making the highest 
soorc; in future years tho competition to 
tako place at the annual prize meeting, 
when it is suggested that money prizes be 
offered by tho Rille Association, as .veil as 
a cup to bo shot for by the bost shot of 
each team — 10 rounds at 000 yards; tho 
cup to become tho property of tho com- 
petitor making tho highest seoro in the 
ten rounds. The above suggestion has 
been agreed to by tho two Victoria 
companios and by the Now Westminster 
Rifles, tho Seymour Artillery and tho Na- 
naimo company not yet having been 
heard from. The Victoria team will 
practice at 2 p.m. on Saturday next.

Opposition to Canadian Interests in Eng- 
land.

Ono might reasonably suppose that 
tho promptitude with which Canadian 
financial engagements are mot in 
England would bo a substantial rea- 
son for treating the country in a 
different spirit from those repudiating 
nations whose financial transactions 
have brought them into bad repute 
all tho world over. It is true tliat 
some of our railways have not proved 
steady profitable ventures to those 
who invested their money in them. 
This might bo a reason why the new 
railway schemes should bo approached 
with caution, but it is certainly no 
reason why the leading organ of the 
empire nhould seek to damage the 
credit of this country, or of any of its 
Provinces. They havo never been in 
default, and thoio is littlo probability 
that thoy ever will bo. Tho course of 
tho "Times" in endeavouring to defeat 
the object of tho Quebec Government 
in raising money to carry out their 
railway policy would bo inexplicable 
if it were possible to conceal tho hands 
of those who are primarily responsible 
for tho insensate crusade on Canadian 
credit. Beyond tho pecuniary inter- 
ests of thoso people there is nothing 
to warrant the continued fusilade of 
tho "Times." When wo are told the 
North Shor.o railway is a rival lino to 
tho Grand Trunk, and immediately 
thoro appears a communication from 
Mr. Potter in tho same direction, 
there is not much difficulty in tracing 
th opposition in this particular respect 
up to its first cause. Tho loan prov- 
ing successful, in spito of tho "Time's" 
opposition, wo next find that journal 
appealing to the Stock Exchange 
Committee to refuse it a quotation.
